“  MOTOR-VEHICLE  ACT  ” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  under  au¬ 
thority  of  the  “  Motor-vehicle  Act,”  chapter  227  of 
the  “Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948,” 
and  clause  (/')  of  Regulation  3  of  the  regulations 
made  thereunder,  the  hereinafter-mentioned  electri¬ 
cal  signalling  devices  be  approved,  subject  to  the 
following  provisos: — 

1.  That  a  tell-tale  light,  giving  a  clear  and  un¬ 
mistakable  indication  to  the  driver  that  such  signals 
are  properly  functioning,  is  installed  so  as  to  be 
plainly  visible  to  such  driver  at  all  times  when 
driving. 
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2.  That  such  signalling  devices,  or  a  combination 
of  such  signalling  devices,  are  mounted,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  front  and  of  the  rear  of  the  motor- 
vehicle  concerned,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be 
readily  visible  to  persons  in  front  of  or  to  the  rear 
of  such  motor-vehicles. 

3.  That  each  such  signalling  unit  shall  flash  no 
slower  than  60  nor  faster  than  120  times  a  minute, 
under  average  operating  conditions,  the  on-period 
of  the  flashes  being  long  enough  to  permit  the  lamp 
filaments  to  come  up  to  full  brightness.

“LAND  REGISTRY  ACT” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  641,  dated 
March  23rd,  1956,  has  been  pleased  to  report  that 
it  is  proposed,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  “  Land  Act,”  to  grant  to  the  Westcoast  Trans¬ 
mission  Company  Limited,  a  company  incorporated 
by  a  special  Act  of  Canada  (hereinafter  called  “  the 
Company”),  rights-of-way  over  certain  Crown 
lands  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating 
a  pipe-line  in  connection  with  the  Company’s  un¬ 
dertaking: 

That  the  Company  has  submitted  that  it  would 
be  expedient  and  in  the  interests  of  all  concerned 
if  the  title  conferred  by  these  grants  could  be  reg¬ 
istered  under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land  Registry 
Act  ”: 

That  the  “  Land  Registry  Act  ”  permits  registra¬ 
tion  of  these  estates  only  where  the  title  of  Her 
Majesty  appears  in  the  register,  and  accordingly  the 
Legislature  has  endowed  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council  with  power  to  make  regulations  permit¬ 
ting  and  governing  the  registration  of  these  estates 
as  enacted  by  section  257  (2)  of  the  “Land  Reg¬ 
istry  Act 

That  in  certain  areas  the  grant  will  be  issued  on 
the  basis  of  a  preliminary  or  interim  type  of  plan 
of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon  the  plans  prepared 
for  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners,  show¬ 
ing  a  width  of  the  right-of-way  of  eighteen  hundred 
feet,  in  order  to  allow  sufficient  width  to  determine 


the  dimensions  of  the  right-of-way  when  the  pipe¬ 
line  is  actually  constructed,  and  that  the  width  of 
the  final  right-of-way  will,  except  in  special  cases, 
be  reduced  to  sixty  feet,  and  it  is  therefore  expe¬ 
dient  to  prescribe  regulations  governing  the  prelim¬ 
inary  and  final  surveys  of  the  right-of-way: 

And  to  order  that,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  and  all  other  powers  there¬ 
unto  enabling,  the  following  regulations  be 
made: — 

1.  A  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  in  favour 
of  the  Company  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office,  and  when  received  the  Reg¬ 
istrar  shall  enter  Her  Majesty  as  the  owner  of  the 
land  described  in  the  Crown  grant  in  the  register; 
and  upon  application  being  made  for  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  the  Company’s  title  to  the  right-of-way,  and 
upon  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “  Land 
Registry  Act  ”  and  of  these  regulations  in  so  far  as 
they  are  applicable,  shall  register  the  title  by  en¬ 
dorsing  a  memorandum  thereof  on  the  register; 
provided  that  the  boundaries  of  the  land  described 
in  the  Crown  grant  and  in  the  register  shall  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  amendment  to  conform  with  the  boundaries 
as  defined  by  the  final  plan,  as  under  Regulation  4, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  prescribed 
under  Regulation  5. 

2.  On  completion  of  construction  of  the  pipe¬ 
line  the  right-of-way  shall  be  reduced  and  surveyed 
to  a  total  width  of  sixty  feet,  except  where  a  greater 
width  is  deemed  necessary,  and  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

3.  Where  the  final  location  of  the  pipe-line  is 
determined  before  construction,  the  final  survey 
may  be  made  before  construction,  except  for  post¬ 
ing,  but  such  posting  shall  be  carried  out  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  completion  of  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  pipe-line. 

4.  Within  eighteen  months  after  completion  of 
construction  of  the  pipe-line,  the  Company  shall 
prepare  a  final  plan  of  the  right-of-way,  based  upon 
a  survey  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
“  Land  Registry  Act  ”  and  the  regulations  which 
the  Surveyor-General  has  issued  or  may  issue,  and 
shall  deposit  such  copies  of  the  plan  with  the 
Surveyor-General  as  he  requires.  The  Surveyor- 
General  shall,  after  approval,  transmit  the  neces¬ 
sary  number  of  copies  of  the  plan  to  the  proper 
Land  Registry  Office  for  deposit. 

5.  When  the  final  plan  has  been  deposited  in  the 
proper  Land  Registry  Office,  the  Registrar  shall 
amend  the  register  which  shows  Her  Majesty’s  title 
to  the  land  comprising  the  right-of-way  and  the 
title  of  the  Company  by  striking  out  the  description 
of  the  land  therein  and  substituting  therefor  the 
description  of  the  land  according  to  the  final  plan, 
and  shall  endorse  a  note  of  the  Order  in  Council 
on  the  register;  the  latter  description  shall  limit 
and  govern  the  boundaries  of  the  right-of-way,  and 
shall  relate  back  to  and  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  that  description  were  contained  in  the 
original  Crown  grant  of  the  right-of-way  and  reg¬ 
istered  in  the  register.

1.  The  Province  of  British  Columbia  may,  as  set

(v)  “Responsible  officer  of  the  bank”  includes 
manager  or  assistant  manager  of  a  branch 
of  the  bank  or  the  person  for  the  time  being 
acting  as  such  manager  or  assistant  man¬ 
ager. 
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5.  Replanting  of  crops  shall  include: — 

(i)  The  purchase  of  strawberry,  loganberry,  and 
raspberry  plants  and  grape-vines  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  replacing  acreages  of  these  crops  in 
the  distress  areas  or  parts  thereof  set  forth 
in  section  1,  subsection  (i),  of  these  regu¬ 
lations: 

(ii)  The  purchase  of  the  following  nursery 
stocks:  Broad-leaved  evergreens,  coniferous 
evergreens,  deciduous  shrubs,  understocks 
for  tree-fruits,  and  understocks  for  roses, 
for  the  purpose  of  replacing  acreages  of 
these  plants  in  the  distress  areas  set  forth 
in  section  1,  subsection  (ii),  of  these  regu¬ 
lations  : 

(iii)  The  cost  of  initial  cultivation  and  planting 
of  the  plants  mentioned  in  this  section,  in¬ 
cluding  the  cost  of  fertilizers  and  labour. 

6.  A  bank  is  not  required  to  make  any  loans  nor 
to  take  any  security  for  loans  made  under  the  Act, 
but  where,  in  the  opinion  of  a  responsible  officer  of 
the  bank,  security  is  required  or  advisable,  the  bank 
may  take  such  security  as  the  responsible  officer 
considers  appropriate  in  the  circumstances. 

7.  An  applicant  for  a  loan  shall  submit  a  signed 
application  in  the  prescribed  form,  and  a  respon¬ 
sible  officer  of  the  bank  shall  scrutinize  and  check

(ii)  Where  a  farmer  applies  for  a  loan  for  re¬ 
planting  on  land  which  he  is  purchasing 
under  agreement  of  sale,  his  application 
must  be  accompanied  by  approval  thereof 
in  the  prescribed  form  from  the  registered 
owner  of  the  land  concerned: 

(iii)  Where  a  farmer  applies  for  a  loan  for  re¬ 
planting  on  land  which  he  is  leasing,  his 
lease  should  be  for  a  period  that  extends  to 
November  1st,  1962,  and  his  application 
must  be  accompanied  by  approval  thereof 
in  the  prescribed  form  from  the  registered 
owner  of  the  land: 

(iv)  The  completion  of  the  application  and  dec¬ 
laration  and  relevant  certificates  and  appro¬ 
vals  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
applicant  is  eligible  for  a  loan  under  the 
Act. 

8.  Terms  of  loan: — 

(i)  The  aggregate  amount  loaned  under  this 
Act  to  any  one  borrower  shall  not  exceed 
$5,000: 

(ii)  The  rate  of  interest  shall  be  5 V2  per  cent 
per  annum.  Principal  of  the  loan  and 
interest  shall  be  payable  in  the  following 
manner: — 

The  first  interest  shall  be  due  and  payable 
on  November  1st,  1957: 

Interest  and  one-eighth  of  the  principal 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  November  1st, 
1958: 

Interest  and  one-quarter  of  the  principal 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  November  1st, 

1959: 

Interest  and  one-quarter  of  the  principal 
shall  be  due  and  payable  on  November  1st, 
I960: 

Interest  and  balance  of  the  principal  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  November  1st,  1961; 
provided,  however,  that  a  loan  and  its  in¬ 
terest  may  be  paid  at  any  time  before 
November  1st,  1961: 


(iii)  An  application  for  a  loan  made  under  the 
terms  of  the  Act  and  the  regulations  must 
be  completed  and  submitted  to  a  bank  not 
later  than  May  31st,  1956.  When  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  loan  has  been  approved,  no 
advances  thereunder  shall  be  made  later 
than  October  31st,  1956. 

9.  If  the  borrower  is  in  default  in  respect  of  any 
payment  of  principal  or  interest,  the  entire  amount 
of  the  balance  outstanding  on  the  loan  shall,  at  the 
option  of  the  bank,  thereupon  become  due  and 
payable.  Should  circumstances  arise  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  bank  make  it  apparent  that  a  claim 
for  loss  will  have  to  be  made  in  respect  to  any  loan, 
the  bank,  at  its  option,  may  declare  such  loan  then 
due  and  payable. 

10.  Where  the  borrower  is  in  default  in  respect 
of  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  and  the 
entire  amount  of  the  balance  outstanding  on  the 
loan  becomes  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with 
section  9,  the  bank  may  take  such  steps,  whether 
by  legal  proceedings  or  otherwise,  as  it  considers

(i)  To  effect  collection  of  the  loan: 

(ii)  To  obtain  whatever  additional  security  it 
considers  advisable  in  the  circumstances: 

(iii)  To  realize  upon  its  security,  if  any,  to  what¬

(iv)  To  effect  any  compromise  with,  or  grant  any

PRIVATE  BILLS 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  whatso¬ 
ever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers  to 
any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  electoral 
districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be  published 
once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  newspaper  in  every 
electoral  district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  news¬ 
paper  published  therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended  or 
modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any  Private 
Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore 
limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has  been  received 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either 
case  pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order  to 
the  contrary. 


98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight 
clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session: — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

Bicycle-riders  and  Foot-messengers  Employed  Exclusively  on  Delivery 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the 
“  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  all  bicycle-riders  and  foot-messengers  em¬ 
ployed  exclusively  on  delivery,  and  their  employers. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  bicycle-riders  and  foot-messengers  employed 
exclusively  on  delivery  shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  ( b ),  (c),  (d),  and  (e) 
of  this  section. 

( a )  Except  as  provided  in  clause  ( b )  of  this  section,  50  cents  per  hour. 

( b )  Employees  classified  under  section  7  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage 
Act  ”  or  section  6  of  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  for  whose 
employment  permits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the  Board:  The 
wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  the  permit. 

(c)  All  employees  except  as  provided  in  clause  (d)  hereof: — 

(i)  Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day: 

(ii)  Time  and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  in  the  week,  where  the  hours  worked 
do  not  exceed  8  in  any  one  day. 

(d)  Clause  (c)  with  respect  to  overtime  pate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to 
employees  working  under  an  arrangement  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section 
1 1  (3)  of  the  “  Flours  of  Work  Act  ”  until  the  employee  has  com¬ 
pleted  the  hours  so  established. 

(e)  Clause  (c)  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be  varied  by 
the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(i)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  undertak¬ 
ings  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt  in  whole  or 
in  part  from  the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  pursuant 
to  section  12  of  the  said  Act;  or 

(ii)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an  in¬ 
dustrial  undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  the  said  Act.

(i)  Two  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate,  except  where  the 
employee’s  condition  is  such  that  he  is  not  competent  to  perform  his 
duties,  or  he  has  failed  to  comply  with  the  Accident-prevention

(ii)  If  the  employee  commences  work,  4  hours’  pay  at  the  employee’s 
regular  rate,  except  where  his  work  is  suspended  because  of  inclement 
weather  or  other  reasons  completely  beyond  the  control  of  the 
employer. 

( b )  School  students  reporting  for  work  on  school-days  on  the  call  of  an 
employer:  The  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the 
place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call,  with  a  minimum  in  any  one  day  of  2  hours’ 
pay  at  the  employee’s  regular  rate.
